The references of record do not teach either singularly or in combination at least 
the limitations "a ratio between the base area of said integrated circuit and the base 
area of said island being from 0.7 to 0.9 for avoiding flexure of said housing; said 
integrated circuit and said island embedded in said housing so that a thickness of a 
housing region above said integrated circuit is substantially equal to a thickness of a 
housing region below said island" and "the integrated circuit being adhesively bonded 
such that the adhesive emerges from the base area of the island along at least one 
edge of the island" in an integrated circuit packaged in a thin quad flat configuration.
